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We discussed last_ week the opposition 
of the Chinese in San Francisco to the 
Geary Exclusion Act, and we propose 
now to consider the terms of the Act 
itself. It has been brought of late very 
prominently before the eyes of the 
American people, the New York Herald 
having printed it in full for several 
days running as a precedent for the 
Act that would be required to keep out 
European pauper labour unless. the 
McKinley tariff.were abolished. If we 
go on shutting out the products of 
European labour, said the Herald, we 
shall have to pass an Act similar to the 
Geary Act to shut out the labour itself ; 
and it claimed that by this argument 
it largely helped to gain Cleveland his 
victory. ‘I'he Act is entitled :“ An Act 
to prohibit the coming of Chinese persons 
into the United States ;” and the first 
section continues in force for ten years 
“all laws now in force prohibiting and 
regulating the coming into this country 
of Chinese persons, and persons of Chi- 
nese descent.” It should be noted that 
throughout the Act “ persons of Chinese 
descent” are included in its terms, so 
that an English subject born in Austra- 
lia of a Chinese father and an English 
mother would be liable to its penalties. 
‘The second section provides that any 
Chinese who may be convicted or ad- 
judged under any of the existing laws 
to be not lawfully entitled to be in the | 
States, shall be deported to China, 
unless he is ‘a subject or citizen of some 
other country, when he shall be de- 
ported to that country. In the latter 
case he cannot protest Civis Romanus 


sum; the Geary Act recognises no 





‘ other nationality if there is a drop of 


yellow blood in his veins, What would 
Lord Palmerston hive said to the de- 
portation for no crime of a British sub- 
Ject, because his father or grandfather 
was a Chinaman? But Lord Salisbury 
and Lord Rosebery are not Palmerstons, 
Section the third contravenes the 
leading principle of English aud Ameri-- 
can Jaw, that an accused person shall be 


“| considered innocent until he is proved 


guilty: a person accused of being a 
Chinaman is to be considered guilty 
until he proves himself innocent. The 
terms of it are:—“That any Chinese 
persov, or person of Chinese descent, 
arrested under the provisions of this 
Act, or the Acts hereby extended, shall 
be adjudged to be uulawfully within 
the United States, unless such person 
shall establish, by affirmative proof, to 
the satisfaction of such Justice, Judge 
or Commissioner, his lawful right to 
remain in the United States.” By the 
the fourth section, when the unfortunate 
Chinese or descendant of Chinese is 
adjudged to be not lawfully entitled to 
be in the United States, he is to be 
imprisoned at hard Jabour for a period” 
not exceeding one year, and then 
deported. Section the fifth is a 
preventive measure. Heretofore when 
a Chinese attempting to Jand it the 
States has been arrested, his friends 
have applied for a writ of habeas corpus, 
he has been allowed out on: bail, and 
in. the interval before the hearing he 
has -been so coached up that when 
brought before the Court, he has been 
able to show such an acquaintance with 
the country as to justify his claim to be 
a former resident. In such cases no 
bail is now to be allowed, but his appli-. 
cation shall be heard and determined 
promptly without unnecessary delay. 
The sixth section is a long one. It 
begins by providing that all Chinese 
labourers in the United States in May 
last who are entitled to remain in the 
States shall take out certificates of 
residence by next May. If any one 
neglects to do so, he may be arrested, 
taken before a US. judge, and deported, 
“unless he shall establish clearly, to the 
satisfaction of said judge, that by reason 
of accident,sickness or other unavoidable 
cause he has been unable to prociire his 
certificate, and to the satisfaction of the 
Court, and by at least one credible white 
witness, that he was a resident of the 
United Statesat thetimeof the passage of 
this Act: and if upon the hearing it 
shall appear that he is so entitled to a 
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certificate it shall be granted upon hi 
paying the cost. Should-it appear that 
said Chinaman had procured a certifi- 
cate which has been lost or destroyed 
he shall be detained and judgment 
suspended a reasonable time to enable 
him to procure a duplicate from the 
officer granting it, and in such cases 
the cost of said arrest and trial shall be 
in the discretion of the Court. Aud 
any Chinese person other than a Chinese 
labourer having a right to be and re- 
main in. the Tiuited States, desiring 
such certificate ‘as evidence of such 
right, may apply for aud receive the 
same without charge.” 

“Section seven gives the necessury 
instructions for the provision of these 
certificates. Section eight provides pen- 
alties for those who shull forge or alter 
certificates, and section nine provides 
fees for the collectors issuing the certi- 
ficates. ‘Ihis is the Geary Act, which 
was “approved” on the 5th of May last. 
Up to the present, as far as we kuow, 
the Chinese have determined to take 
uo notice of it, and on the 6th of May 
next the arrest of Chinese residents in 
the United ‘States for neglecting its 
provisions will begin. It would be ap- 
propriate to commence these arrests at 
Chicago at the World’s Fair, to which 
Columbia has invited all nations.

‘The greatost exertions 
had to be made to keep the fire from 
spreading, and a steady stream was kept 
playing upon the side of Messrs. Vrard's 
Pailding to prevent the wooden blinds from 
catching. At the back of the burn 
block cimilar vigilance had to be exercised, 
for in close proximity a number of fully 
ocoupied native houses stretched away for 
aconsiderable distance, and if these had 
Decome ignited tho results would have 
been still more disastrous.‘ Fortunately, 
however, the brigade were successful in 
restricting the area of the fire, although it 
| totally destroyed five hen ‘The pro- 

perty was insured in th thern. A 
uumiber of kerosene cans were in the débris 
and their presence is explained by the 
statement that one of the shops was a sort 
of general store and allowed to keep a cer- 
tain quantity. Tt is a coincidence that not 
very long ago a fire—attended unfortunate- 
ly with fatal consequences—broke outin the 
sume shop ax on the present occasion, 

On New Year's Eve fre was discovered 
in a house in Szechuen Road and before 

was extinguished five houses were 
destroyed. ‘Tho Firemen were exrly on the 
spot and through their energetic action, 
saved the surrounding buildings, A wall 
fell down during the operations and a Mil 
ho-loong: narrowly escaped being buried 
under it. 

‘An alarm of fire was given at about 5.45 
p.m.on Wednesday and some of the firemen 
took their out, only to find that the 
confingration was in the native city beyond 
their limits, It burned brightly for up-

THE RAVENNA COURT OF 
ENQUIRY. 

5th Jan, 
Mvou as we admire the Japanese for 
their many good qualities, and for the 
energy with which they work to make 
theniselves independent of foreigu aid, 
and justify their claim to be the 
Occidentals of the East, we cannot 
hold that they have come well ont of 
the collision between the Ravenna aud 
their new warship the Chishima Kan. 
We say nothing against them about 
the collision itself ; that, as old Captain 
Champenois used to say about the loss 
of the Meikong on Cape Guardafui, is 
an accident that might happen to any 
one. But the way they have acted since 
the collision does them little credit. In 
the first place the refusal to allow the 
Japanese pilot of the Ravenna to go to 
Yokohama to give evidence before the 
British Court of Enquiry there is abso- 
lutely indefensible. Even allowing that 
the Nagasaki authorities were justified 
in considering him responsible for the 
collision and loss of life—before any 
other evidence had been taken—there 
was no reason for their refusal to let | 
him go to Yokohama. ‘Whey could have 
sent thn in custody and kept a watch 
on him, if they were afraid of his | 
attempting to get away. He is well | 
known to foreigners as the best of all) 
the Inland Sea pilots and a thoroughly 
reliable mau; aud it would not seem 
to us that, conscious that he had 
doue all in his power to avoid the 
collision, he should want to run 
away; but of course he knows his 
own authorities better than we do. 
Fortunately the captain of the Ravenna 
had taken the precaution to secure the 
sworn statement of the pilot before he 
fell into the clutches of the authorities 
at Nagasaki, and without this it would 
have been difficult to. hold a complete 
enquiry into the collision. Itis not only 
the local authorities who are to blame 
in this matter, for the British Charge 
d Affaires at Yokio was appealed io, 
aud was obligad to reply that le could 
get no redress. Now we learn that the 
unfortunate pilot is to be prosecuted for 
howicide, before any enquiry has found 
that the Zavenna was to blame, the 
only Court of which we have so far heard, 
a Court whose constitution makes it 
impossible to impugn its impartiality, 
having entirely exonerated the P. aud 
0. steamer. It is, of course, galling to 
the Japanese government to lose by the 
mistake of its own officers a new man-of- 
war which has just cost some $700,000, 
aud some eighty lives, and it would 
undoubtedly be glad to make the P. 
aud 0. fonpeny pay a portion of the 
loss, and perhaps thinks in its semi-for- 
eignised mind that convicting the pilot 
of homicide will prove the Ravenna in 
the wrong. But the ouly result can be 
to diminish its own reputation in all 
impartial eyes, and to prevent foreign 
steamers employing its subjects as 











pilots. No one will care to employ a 
Japanese pilot if after an accident 
occurs he is liable to be treated like 
| poor Kichido, and in a tight place his 
nerve is liable to be affected by the 
kuvowledge that he will be so rudely 
, handled by his own authorities should | 
an accident occur which he could not) 
javoid. We cannot but smile at the! 
‘assurance of the Nagasaki authorities | 
who call for witnesses from the Ravenna 
to aid them in proseenting Kichido, after 
they refused to allow Kichido to give 
levidence in the British Court. Such 
specimens of Japanese ideas of justice as 
this cannot tend to reconcile foreiguers | 
to the + much-desired abolition of 
extervitoriality. The ravings of the 
Japanese vernacular press against the 
Ravenna may be left to the contempt 
they merit, except that they show how 
thin is the veueer of civilisation on 
many of those who are supposed to be 
civilised in Japan. 

It has been impossible for us to re- 
produce the account of the proceedings 
in the Court of Enquiry at Yokohama, 
occupying as they do some twenty 
columns or more in the local papers. 
It was a decidedly strong Court, Capt. 
Castle, R.N., of HMS. Leander, being 
President, and the other members beiug 
Mr. Consul ‘Troup, Lieut. Sadler, R.N., 
of the Leander, and Captain Edwards 
of the Zembesi. ‘here were also pre- 
seut the British Chargé d' Affaires, offi- 
cials from the Japauese Naval Depart- 
ment, which was also represented by 
Mr. Kirkwood, barrister, Japauese naval 
officers, and Mr. Lowder, barrister, re- 
presenting the captain and officers of 
the Marenna, ‘Ihe evidence of the 
Racenna’s pilot, officers, aud men was 
quite clear that only the white and 
red lights of the Chishima Aan were 
seen until just before the collision, 
the Ravenna’s helm being constantly 
ported in order to keep “red to red,” 
and one blast of the whistle being given 
to show that she was porting. When 
all three lights of the approaching vessel 
were seen, the /acenna's helm was put 
hard-a-port, and when only her green 
light was seen—the Chishima coming 
round all this time ou the starboard 
helm—the Javennu’s hel was put 
hard-a-starbuard, but too late to have 
any effect, the engines were stopped and 
put full speed astern, aud the collision 
took place. ‘The two steamers, it must 
be reimembered, were approaching each 
other at the rate of nearly twenty-four 
knots, or a nautical mile in 2} minutes. 
The first of the Hacenna’s boats— 
although she was so badly cut into by 
the steel protective deck of the Chishima, 
| Which sliced into her bows right up to 
the collision bulkhead, that there was 
danger of her siuking—was away in 
two minutes, and was followed almost. 
immediately by three others. The sur- 
vivors from the Chiskima, which sank 
iustantly, being apparently cut in two, 
though she was probably held together 
by her steel protective deck, were 
brought on board the Lavenna, wrapped 
in blaukets, put into cabins, and pro-| 



































vided with hot coffee and braudy and 
cigarettes and anything else they 
wanted. 

‘The evidence of the commander of 
the Chishima Kan, Lieut. Kaburaki, 
who was saved, was that from the time 
he first saw the Ravenna’s lights he 
starboarded, because after the white 
light he saw a faint green light. ‘hen 
he coutinued to starboard, finally put- 
ting his helm hard-a-starboard. “‘I'hen 
he saw a red light, and in a minute or 
a minute and a half the collision occur- 
red. He was in the water half an hour 
before a boat picked him up, aud when 
he got on board the Ztaverna he was 
uot treated with the consideration due 
to the captain of a man-of-war. One 
or two of the other survivors made 
similar complaints, but when we re- 
member that it was hardly daylight, 
that the Zavenna herself was seriously 
damaged, that her captain bad his own 
passengers and mails to attend to and 
send off to the Ampress, it is uot to 
be wondered at if these unfortunate 
survivors, who would not be in a happy 
mood any way, were not treated quite 
as suavely as they would be in a first- 
class hotel. Practically everything 
possible was done for them. It might 
be mentioned that the Zavenna’s men 
said they could uot make out the 
Chiskima’s whistliug, aud Lieut. Kabu- 
raki explained that “a tot of water had 
lodged in his whistle, and it was a long 
time before it made a sound.” One of 
this officer's complaints of his treatment 
on board the Lavexna was, that he 
seut for the captain--who must have 
been fally occupied with the condition 
of his own ship—to come to his cabin 
two or three times, and he thought that 
once the captain did not come, but 
he had no clear recollection. Mean- 
time he was wearing the captain's best 
suit of cloches. It_is evident from 
the finding of the Court, which will 
be found iu another column, and in 
which it is significant to see that 
the evidence of the survivors of the 
Chishima Kan is uot even mentioned, 
that the Court felt that the Ravenna’s 
account of the circumstances preceding 
the collision was the credible one, and 
altogether, as we said at first, the 
Tapauese come very badly out of the 
affair from first to last.” This is any- 
thing- but comforting to the many 
foreign friends of Japau, amoug whom 
we have always counted ourselves, 














THE LOSS OF THE BOKHWALRA. 
6th Jan, 
R various reasons we have uot criti- 
cised hitherto at any length the loss of 
the Bokhara, but such au extraordinary 
legend is growing up about it, owing to 
the reticence of the Press out here, a 
legend which takes its wildest for in 
the last report of the directors of the 
P. & 0. Company, which will be found 
in another columu, that it is time to 
put on record what we believe to be 
the true facts of the case. As will be 
seep, the report of the directors of the 
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P. & O. Company is as full of miscon- 
ceptions as it can be. It says: “ While 
on a voyage from Shanghai to Hong- 
Kong, this vessel encounteréd’a terrific 
cyclone, against which she made head- 
way satisfactorily for many hours, until | 
at length her decks were swept by «| 
succession of tremendous seas, which 
forced their way below and extinguished 
the fires, ‘he ship was thus rendered 
temporarily helpless. It was while she 
was in this situation, and at the mo- 
meut the engineers were engaged in 
relighting the fires, that she struck 
upon a rock in the Formosa Chaunel 


out of her proper course by the extreme 
force of the storm) and almost instantly 
sank in deep water... . In the com- 
mander, Captain Sams, who was drowned, 
the’ company have lost one of the most 
capable of their ycanger officers, and 
it is due to his memory, and to the 
aemory of all who perished, to say that 
everything that it was possible to do 
was done, under circumstances where 
human aid or courage could be of little 
or no avail.” 

We have already remarked in these 
columns that it seems to us a grave 
mistake for the P. & O, Company, even 
if the above statements were accurate, 
to publish it to the world that if oue of 
their steamers gets into a typhoon in 
the Formosa Channel, hunian aid or 
courage can be of little avail to save 
her, he received opinion is that, bar 
accidents, no well-found, full-powered, 
well commanded, and properly loaded 
steamer has any right to succumb to a} 
typhoon, even iu the Formosa Channel. 
The statements, however, in this report 
are not accurate. ‘he Bukhara did 
not encounter a terrific cyclone, but a! 
strong burst of the N.E. monsoon, and 
she did not get into the cyclone until 
after she had been hove to, aud wa 
ying in the trough of the sea, Instead 
of making headway against it satis- 
factorily for many hours, she ran before | 
it, suffering no material damage, until | 
the captain, not having seen any land, | 
aud not knowing where he was, hove 
to. She was practically lost before her | 
fires were pnt ont, for this must have 
occurred when she passed over the reef | 
alittle to the north of Sand Island. 
She was forced out of her proper course, 
through being hove to on the port tack | 
—with her head towards Formosa— | 
and drifting to the eastward faster than | 
her officers had any idea of. Instead | 
of everything that it was possible to | 
do being dove, hardly anything was 
done. No attempt was made to let’ 
go the anchors, or set~ storm can- 
vass, or try a sea anchor. If Captain ; 
Sams was unwilling to risk  the| 
lives of his men by. sending them | 
forward to let go the anchors, they | 
inight, we are told, have lighted 
the chains out through the hawse-pipes, | 
and if the weight of the chains had | 
broken the anchors away, so much 
the better. ‘The fact is that the steamer 
was in light trim, in order that she might 
get over the Bar, and it would have 

















been better if she had taken in more 
weight when she got across. Her serew| 
was not sufficiently immersed, and she 
became unmanageable long before her 
fires were put out, as happened to 
her in the typhoon of 1874. Captain 
Sams, who had got well out in the 
China Sea through going out from here 
round the Saddles and tlie Barrens, and 
who had uot been on this coast for 
some years, had uo idea where he was, 
was afraid to come too near the China 
coast, and when he found the ship un- 
manageable, decided to let her drift in 
the trough of the sea, believing that he 
had plenty of sea room, and that it 
would be all right when the wind mode- 
rated. Ifhe had had any idea that he 
was near tle Pescadores, everything that 
was possible would have been done to 
save the ship; but the lives and pro- 
perty were lost through this serious 
mistake as to the position of the ship 
in relation to the dangers iu the Formosa 
Channel. ‘Ihe fact that several other 
steamers, of inferior class and power, 
and some of them loaded down with 


} dead-weight cargoes, got safely through 


the same storm, disposes at once of the 
statement that the loss of the Bokhara 
was the inevitable act of God. 

No see what a legend is growing up 
at home, one has only to turn to the 
highly imaginative ‘picture in the 
Graphic of the 3rd_of December last of 
Dr. Lowson clambering up the reef, 
and getting a “last glimpse of the 
sinking vessel.” No doubt it appeared 
to Dr. Lowson that he struggled for a 
long time in the raging billows, and 
had a long swin before he was at last 
thrown upon the shore, but we 
know from the report ot Cuptain 
Macleod of H.M.S. Pallas, and from 
others who know the Peseadores well, 
hat the Bokhara struck alongside a 
atural wharf of rock, on to which those 
on her deck were immediately swept, 
with no back-wash to pull them back 
into the sea. The Bokhara rebounded 
from this wharf aud sank in deep water. 
It was midnight, in the height of a 
typlioon, and the idea that a survivor 
could turn round and see the ship going 
majestically down on an even keel is 
simply absurd. 

It seems unkind to the memory of 
Captain Sams to say that the Bokhara 
need not have been lost, but nothing is 
learnt from her loss, and a very ex- 
aggerated impression of the dangers 
of the Formosa Channel, and the risk 
of travelling in a P. & O. steamer in 
the typhoon season, must prevail, if the 
assertion that the loss of the Bokkara 
was inevitable is allowed to go un- 
contradicted ; and we wonder that Sir 
Thomas Sntherland’s nautical: advisers 
at home did not explain this to him 
before he settled the directors’ report.

The only home topic of avy great itnpor- 
tance that we can find in the papers brought 
by the Océanien is the labour question, It 
is agreed that it is proved hy statistics there 
is less suffering from. waut of work in 
London this winter than usual, bnt both 
political parties are anxious to conciliite 
the labour vote, Sir John Gorst on the 
nservative side going as far in this direc- 
tion as the most advanced Radical, and 
the labour agitators have not been slow 
tocatch the cue. Iu an immense city like 
London there must always be a propor- 
tion of unemployed, and every provision 
that is made for them in the shape of work 
or charity brings up more applicants. Mr. 
Tom Mann, tie loudest-voiced leader of 
the labour party, would have the State pro- 
vide work and food, having apparently @ 
belief in: the existence of a public purse 
outside the contributions of all citizens 
who pay taxes, The establishiuent of go- 
vernment workshops for the unemployed, to 
produce ‘commodities whether there is a 
demand for them or not, could only end in 
& serious deficit, which the State must meet, 
out of the taxes ; 80 that all who pay taxes 
would be farther taxed to keep those who 
feom whatever cause have fallen (ov low to 
pay taxes, As the Times says :— 

Mr, Mann is only expressing the views 
vaguely held by thousands of people when he 
says that all remunerative business should be 
taken in hand by the community, should sell 
their goods at cost price, should afford higher 
wages for the workpeople, and should admit 
of a progressive shortening of hours, If it is 
objected that all this might end in a deficit, 
he cheerfully admits that the thing is highly 
probable. But he is nowise diseoncerted ; he 
twerely proposes, to tax the ratepayers to the 
required amount. It never occurs to him 
that the ratepayer will have disappeared 5 
nor does he even recollect that the disappeur- 
ance of the ratepayer with his big business and 
Vioated purse is the very thing he is aimin, 
at. Foreign trade is a serious stumbling- bloc 
to people of this kind. When they try to 
convert a hard-headed working man engaged 
in producing goods for export, they are 
naturally met by the objection that, av- 
cording to the working man's experience, 
our goods have to be cheaper than other 
nations’ goods, else they do not sell and the 
amills stop. ‘This is not easy to get over, but 
he is a poor theorist who abandons his theory 
fora trifle of that sort, Mr. Mann, following 
men with superior opportunities, brushes 
aside foreign competition by throwing away 
export trade, He ‘coos riot think it desir. 
able that Englant should continue to be the 
workshop of the world.” On the contrary, he 
wants to see every country producing what it 
Tequires, and his “own country doing the 
same aud not more than that.” ‘This is, per- 
haps, rather eradely expressed, but there is 
hope fora man who can thus express his 
thought in all its crudity. 

‘The Conservative papers in London, the 
Times included, are scandalised by the 
decision recently taken by the London 
County Council to establish a Works De- 
partment, under a head oficial, “whose 
duties shall include advising as to the pur 
chase of stores, plant, and material, the 
regulation of all storeyards and workshups 
belonging to the Comicil, and the execntion 
of all works carried out by the Works 
Committee on the part of the Council,” 
This seems to us a inost reasonable step to 
take, and one in which the Londen Couneil 
are only imitating what is done by Municipal 
Councils all over the world, bat the Times 
regards it as one of “ the wild schemes of the 
extreme Progressive party.” ‘The London 
School Board employed contractors to build 
its school-houses, and was most grievously 
sivindled ; the London County Council is 

jug to Keep a check on its contractors 
by duing some of its work itse’f, and this 


















































has quite upset the auti-Progressive papers, 
They predict the utter failure of the 
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scheme, and seem to regard it as a particu- 
larly socialistic movement, the Times urging 
that “the construction of works employ- 
ing thousands of men at a special rate of 
wages will create a privileged class among 
the employed, will subject the Council to 
increasing pressure from which it cannot 
easily shake inself free, and by attracting 
constantly fresh competitors for the advan- 
tages of employment in London from the 
rural districts and the provincial towns, 
will swell the ranks of the unemployed.” 
Tho Star is more reasonable. It say 


Who has to suffer when contractors form a 
ring and create a monopoly? If the object 
of the Times is to lessen the burden upon the 
ratepayers’ back it ought to advocate the 
abolition of the contractor. It is ready to 
‘admit that contractors, when they deal with 
a public body, drive hard bargains, and fre- 
quently give bad work, and that in London 
they form rings with the object of making 
huge profits out of public bodies. But it 
‘assumes that direct employment will create 
greater evils than exist in the contract- 
ing system. It has not a shred of evid- 
ence upon which to base this conclusion, 
Every experiment tried by the County 
Council in abolishing the contractor 
the maintenance of the ‘thames Embank: 
ment, in the laying out public parks— 
every instance of direct labour by vestries 
nnd town councils. proves clearly anil incon: 
testably that a saving to the public is effected 
by abolishing the contractor. We have no 

ound for believing that the results will 
jifler when the works undertaken are on 
a larger scale. The Times argues as if it 
were a revolutionary innovation for a public 
body to. engage workmen directly. The 
County Council already employs several thou- 
sand workers, and the vestries and district 
boards employ ten thousand. 

Among the foreign topics the most pro- 
minent in France was the decision of the 
French Chamber, by 311 to 243 votes, to 
‘appoint a special committee of 33 members 
with the fullest powers, which have since 
been made judicial, to investigate M. 
Delahaye's charges in connection with the 
Panama Canal. As we know by wire, the 
Bonapartists and the Boulangists, and the 
rest of the discontented, have made the 
best use of the scandal to further their 

interests, and this, it appears, was M. 
's object. M. Delahwye is a 
Boulangist, and he and his friends 
pretend to be anxious to clear the fame of 
the Chamber, while their real aim is to 
overthrow the Republic. The Times says:— 


‘The outlook is a gloomy oue for French 
Constitutionalism, We may be sure that 
this will not be the only attempt to import 
charges of personal corruption into political 
strife, and te set up semi-judicial inquiries 
for political objects, It ix noteworthy that 
after a seone of wild excitement and dismal 
forebodings, unappeased by the appeals of 
M. Loubet and A Floquet to the Deputies to 

reserve the calm they lost at the very outset, 

ML. Dérouléde should have been able to move, 
without exciting laughter, and to carry by 
the unanimous suffrage of the Assembly, a 
vote of “ felicitation to General Dodds and to 
the valiant little army of the expeditionary 
corps at Dahomey,” thanking them for ‘the 
honour they are reflecting on France.” A 
geod many of the Deputies who voted for 
this motion must have been uneasily conscious 
that they were not themselves “reflecting 
honour” on their country. We can hardly 
Dring ourselves to believe that there is any 
substantial ground for the suspicions of which 
M, Delahaye made himself the mouthpiece, 
but it is not to the credit of Parliamentary 
government in France that it should even be 
possible to assert that a large proportion of 
the mombers of both Chambers are corrupt 
and extortionate. 

Lt is not to be supposed for a moment that 
the result of the enguiry will substantiate 
the charges of M. Delahaye, or that the 
headless factions will succeed in overturn 
ing the Republic, but the matter is none 
the less to be regretted, for, as the Paris 
‘Timps says ‘ legends are s0 easily created in 
the popular imagination, and eradicated 
with so much difficulty.” 


















































In Germany the topic of the week was 
the opening of the Reichstag, which took 
place on the 22nd of November. The 
Eunperor’s speech began with a referenee 
to the commercial depression in Germany 
and the losses from the cholera, but it was 
hoped that these evils would disappear with 
the maintenance of peace; and the Em- 
peror went un to say :— 


The friendly relations existing between us 
and all other Powers and the consciousness 
that our intentions meet with the continued 
sproval and support of our allies, justify me 
hoping that Germany will not be disturbed 
in her peaceful endeavours to promote her 
ideal and material interests. At the same 
time, the development of the defensive power 
of other European States makes it not only 

serious, but an imperative duty that we 
should look to the efficiency of our own de- 
fences and farther them by every means in 
our power. In the face of such development, 
it is only by thorough enforcement of the 
approved principle of universal liability to 
service that we can secure a continuance of 
the respect in which Germany has hitherto 
been held by the other Powers, thanks to the 
character of her army. Under this unanimous 
conviction, the Federal Governments lay a 
measure Vefore you for your acceptance, 
which, while making uew regulations for the 

\ce footing of the army, enables us to make 
full use of our defensive resources. ‘The 
Federal Governments fully appreciate, the 
extent of the sacrifice required, but both 
they and I trust that its necessity will meet 
with more and more recognition, and that the 
patriotism of the people will be ready to bear 
the burdens which the safety of our country 
demands, 

In order to avoid burdening the budgets of 
the various Federal States with the contri- 
bution of the sums necessary for strengthen- 
ing the army, it is intended to supply these 
demands by opening up fresh sources of Im- 

rial revenue. With this object measures 

jave been submitted to the Federal Council 
which aim at a different regulation of the 
taxes on beer, spirits, and certain Stock 
Exchange operations. In spite of the fact 


























take into account a considerable increase in 
expenditure, partly resulting from prior 
obligations, though not exceeding the Limits 
laid down in the estimate, the Federal States 
will receive from the Empire sums more than 
sufficient to cover their matricular contri-

Gentlemen, in inviting you to enter upon 
four duties, I know that it is unnecessary 
for me:to request you to conduct your deliber- 
ations in a patriotic spirit.

If this is attained, the 
‘Empire will be able without anxiety to look 
the future in the face, trusting in Heavea and 
its own strength.

‘The trial of Charles E. Miller for larceny 
was held in the United States Consular 
Court here yesterday, before Mr. E. J. 
Smithers, Consul and Judge. Prisoner 
pleaded guilty to the following indictment : 

In the United States Consular Court for 
Osaka and Hiogo, in the Empire of Japan. 

Alfred James ‘Lines, Inspector of the 
Eastern branches of the China and Japan 
‘Trading Company, Limited, a corporation 
daly organised according to the law of the 
State of New York in the United States of 
America, on oath complains that Charles 
Edward Miller, a Citizen of the said United 
States, on the Gth day of September, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-two in the city of 
Kobe, Japan, and within the jurisdiction 
of the Court above named, then and there 
a large sum of money to wit the sum of 
eight thousand yens, otherwiso known as 
dollars in local currency, the property of 
the said China and Japan Trading Company 
Limited, wrongfully and feloniously did 
steal, take and carry away of and from the 
said Company to its great loss and against 
the peace and dignity of the people of the 
United States of America, 

Whereforethecomplainant herein charges 
the said Charles Edward Miller with the 
larceny in manner time and place aforesaid 
of the said property of the Company above 


named,

PAOTING FU. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The river has closed this with a 
snap like the jaws uf a vice imprisoning « 
number of bouts at the head of navigation, 
and holding in its clutches not a few cargs 
boats en route to Tientsin, to the immense 
inconvenience of all concerned. A week 
ago the country was covered with a fall 
Gf snow, and for two days or more the Fas 
duat-heap of the plain was transformed into 
tho likeness of happier lauds in the West. 
Tt has vanished now, however, and once 
more an unbroken level of pl 
stretches on every side to the 
Deown and cheerieas and dull « pro: 
any country in the world could sl 
neortain rumours have reached the cit 
within a day or two of another outbreak 
ths South, No fear is feit here, however, 
‘on uccount of the presence of Chinese 
man-of-war detailed fur our protection 
through the winter: she presents a truly 
formidable appearance, mountingan ancient 
smooth-bure of the size of a duck-gun for- 
ward, and garnished aft with a sheaf of 
rusty pikes. She appears to be able to 
furnish quarters for upwards of eight 
men, but is doubtless short of her full 
complement. 

In point of fact, however, it is not reas- 
suring to reflect upon the immense amount 
of material ready to hand for a rebellion 
throughout the whole extent of this staid 
province. Particularly in this vicinity the 
Sheng Hsien sect has under its influence a 
surprisingly large proportion of the people, 





































and the power of its leaders is unquestioned. 
Some instances of this heve come to light 


of late, but the most surprising illustration 
of it is furnished by an incident occurring 
twenty years ago, not far to the south of 
Paoting Fu. The leaders of the sect pro- 
claimed that on a certain date a flood of 
waters would devastate the country, and 
only the faithful few who prepared’ them- 
selves for its coming by building boats, 
could eseape—like another Noal—from 
the ruin that would overtake the land. 
Boats were built in immense numbers, and 
far and wide provision was made for the 
fated day. It came and passed, to the 
confusion of those whose arks, ready pro- 
visioned for a voyage, stood unconcealed 
betore their doors. Many broke up their 
boats at once, but every here and there in 
that district ‘you still” come across them 
half-decayed aud used for all sorts of pur- 
poses, but generally more or less disguised. 
Under its various names, this sect, distinetly 
regarded as seditivus by the authorit 
is constantly widening its influence, an 
occasional incidents like the above reveal 
the strength of its hold upou the masses. 

Some days ago, in a village 90 li to the 
west, a systematic altempcat persecution of 
the members of the Christian church in the 
place was made by several local bullies. 
Browbeating and bullying were alike resort- 
ed to to force the converts into contribut- 
ing to a theatrical performance attended 
with idulatrous ceremonies, from which by 
treaty they are specially exempted. The 
matter was brought to the notice of the 
Asien magistrate, by whom, without any 
further questioning, immediate redress was 
promised. The native pastor was assured, 
furthermore, that on any repetition of such 
disturbance, a simple statement to that 
effect from him wou d secure prompt atten- 
tion, The incident would be not worth 
mentioning did it not bring to light the 
fact that of every obscure /sien in the pro- 
vince, periodical inquiries are made by 
the government at Peking as to any ex- 
hibitions of lack of harmony between 
Christians and those of other religions. It 
confirms the judgment of a recent c 
pondent that extraordinary efforts are being 
made by the government to avoid so far as 
possible all religious outbreake.

MR. LENZ'S PROGRESS. 

The young American bicyclist Lenz has 
passed through this city. He came from 
Shanghai vid Kading and Kwensan. Ignor- 
ant of the road for horsemen he had a 
rough ride from Kasling ncross country to 
Kwensan, From Kwensan ta Svochow 
there is a good tow-path, wh now 
as hard as a floor. He speut one night 
only between Shaughai and Soochow, and 
he passed this night under a straw-covered 
shelter built to protect a farmer's buffilo 
from the sun, As this shelter is merely a 
straw roof supported upon bamboo poles, 
he found it uncomfortably cold. He left 
Soochow on Monday the 26th inst. He 
proposes to go to Chinkiang along the 
Grand Canal, and ought to be heard from 
through your correspondent in that city 
before the drst of January. On reaching 
Soochow he found his way to the telegraph 
office. The English-speaking operator 
directed him to the house of the Rev. Dr. 
Parker, by whom he was kindly enter- 
tained. 


27th December. 


On Thursday, 29th December, the Soo- 
chow missionaries had a meeting of their 
literary society. They were kindly enter- 
tained by the Rev. and Mrs. Bailie, who 
gave a hearty welcome to all who came, in- 
cluding guests from Woosieh_and Chang- 
su (Dzang Zo), and a table-fall of litte 
folks. The literary entertainment was 
provided by Miss Atkinson, who intended 




















to read a paper upon a Chinese book. But 
she has eight day-schools to superintend, 
and found it impossible to complete her 
essay. Ivetead of the intended original 
paper, she gave selections from Things 
Chinese, a book recently issued by Mr. 
J. Dyer Ball of Hongkong. The society 
prefers selections from purely native books 
which have a kind of wild game flavour, and 
at first the reading seemed to be too much 
like a cold hash of tame fowl, But as the 
reading procevded, it became plain that 
the book was full uf just, accurate, and well- 
considered descriptions that are xs true of 
things in Soochow as of what Mr. Ball has 
for thirty years been observing in Hong- 
kong and Canton, When the rending was 
ended the score of hearers all felt that 
they had been instructed ns well as enter- 
tained. Under the head of etiquette, Mr, 
Ball refers to the rash young men ‘who, 
many years ago in South China, mot an 
old man, a Chinese peasant, carrying a 
heavy burden long a narrow pati, “Ho 
demanded that the young foreigners should 
give him the road. They refused, and in 
the course of the quarrel that followed 
they struck him with their walking-canes, 
Dr. Du Bose mentioned the fact, not stated 
by Mr. Ball, that one of the young men, 
seeing that the village people who promptly 
came to the old men's aid meant murder, 
offered ten thousand taels for hia life : all 
in vain, ‘The people seemed to think that, 
as dead men tell no tales, the safest plan 
would be to kill them all, and acted accord- 
ingly. 

Mr. Lenz, the bicyclist, made successfully 
the journey of thirty miles along the Grand 
Canal from Souchow to Woosiel, on Mon- 
day, 26th Dec., and on Tuesday 27th, left 
Woosieh for the next station, Changehow,

SOCIETY FOR THE DIFFUSION OF 
CHRISTIAN AND GENERAL 
KNOWLEDGE AMONG ‘THE 
CHINESE. 

‘The annual meeting of this Society was 
held on Thursday (29th) in the Municipal 
Council Board Room, Me. J. G. Purdon, 
Chairman of the Municipal Council, prev 
sided, The mevting having been opened 
with prayer by the Rev. William Muirhead, 

‘The Chairman said he did not know 
exactly why he had the honour to preside 
at that meeting, except. that he was the 
Vice-President of the Society,, but that 
only put the question one step further 
back ; he did not know why he was a Vie 
President of a Society for the diffusion of 
knowledge, of which he had a very limited 
supply. (A laugh.) He supposed the ob- 
ject was uot to give too learned an ay 
pearance to the Society. They must all 
there be convinced that the Christian re~ 
ligion must in time prevail throughout the 
length and breadth of the world, and that 
it was what would civilise all mankind ; 
and therefore he thought it was their duty 
to dou what was in their power to attain 
that end. He knew it was often said wo 
had enough to enlighten among our own 
people at home ; aud if those who said that 
would contribute to the home missions 
there was nothing more to be said ; but if 
they did not even do that, their objection 
to comtributing towards the enlightenment 
of astern nations fell to the ground, That 
Svciety, he thought, was one of the best 
means of making China familiar with tho 
ideas and ways of civilised nations,—by in- 
teresting the literati of the vation, When 
they were made familiar with the progress 
of the arts audsciences, and what it had 
done for the amelioration of the people, 
it would most undoubtedly remove the 
prejudice which existed against foreigners 

s being Christians, particularly as they 
(the Literati) aust sce that it was all done, 
not from any selfish motive, but with the 
Christian idea and motive of doing good to, 
others, He thought that not more than 
one in a hundred in Shanghai knew the 
good work that was being done by the mis- 
siouaries throughout this laud, and by that 
Society, If they would not only read the 
Society's report but do what they eould to 
further its objects, they would be doing « 
great work. He ‘had” much pleasure in 
moving the adoption of the report. 

Mr. ©. Thorne seconded, and the re- 
solution was agreed to unanimously, 

Mr. John Macgregor proposed : “That 
this meeting regards with much pleasure 
the promise made by twenty friends to 
Write on subjects connected with the general 
progress of China, and pledyes itself *to 
make extra efforts’ towards the publication 
and distribution of these treatises through 
out the Empire ; also, inasmuch us next 
year is one of grace, granting extra exami+ 
nations on account of the Empress Dowager 
attaining the age of sixty, we trust that « 
special effort will be made towards reaching a 
niuch larger number of students than usual.” 
‘He said that those interested in the Society 
cherished the hope that going behind the 
literature and the expositions which the 
Socie'y circulated, the literati of this em- 
pite would reulise the great cause of the 
progress made by Western nations, As a 
merchant, he (Mr. Macgregor) perhaps 
ought to uotice one paragraph in the re~ 
port, where a happy thought seemed to 
have suggested itself to the compiler, who 
had pointed out how the enlightenment, 
and consequent development of the re- 
sources of China, would provide the teem- 
ing millions with that sustenance which 
would remove those dread famines, so 
disastrous to the people and harassing to 
the officials. 

‘The Rev. W. Muirhead. insecondingthere- 
solution, said that the literati, whom it was 
the object of the Society to reach, formed 
thespirit of the country at large, Itseemed 
to him well to consider the standing of the

literary classes as a whole. ‘They simply 
were in the line of their predecessors, with- 
out making any advance at all, and the 
further back they looked they thought them- 
selves the more honoured. With us it was 
far otherwise ; whilst we paid all due 
attention to the progress which our pre- 
decessors had made, we were ever looking 
out for advancement, and making the 
progress we were called upon to do, The 
object of the Secretary in the programme 
he had sketched out was to have its various 
details put into Chinese and circulated 
through the length and breadth of the land, 
Both general and Christian knowledge were 
embraced by the programme, and better 
list of subjects in keeping with the objects 
of the Society could not have been drawn 
up. The subjects, too, though based on 
the Christian ground, were most suitable to 
the literary classes, who were tu be numbe- 
red, not simply by tens of thousands but by 
millions, throughout the country at large. 
Those he was addressing were aware of the 
examinations carried on in the provincial 
cities, and there were multitudes of highly 
accomplished men who were in the habit 
of meeting at those examinations, and 
who formed the dlite of the population, 
Though the twenty different subjects 
upon which friends had undertaken to 
write were strange to the scholars, yet 
from the manner in which they would 
be treated by the friends in question, 
they would, he was sure, show them: 
solves very well adapted to the requirements 
for the culightenment of those literary 
men, When the essays were completes it 
would be necessury tu have them cireula'ed | 
far and wide, and it was gratifying to ree 
that arrangements had been made for Ubete 
wide aud extonsive cirewation, An had, 
Deon said, it was not simply by the mission 
aries who were engaged more particularly 
in the spiritual work, but by the Society 
with which those present were connected, 
that the general and Christian knowledge 
which they were anxious to communicate 
could be made known, and they ought to 
be vory gratified that bo many us twenty 
different friends wore ready to bring 
forward those literary casays, place them, 
in the hands of the Society, and put the 
organisation in a position to ‘be so exceed. 
ingly useful in all parts of China, 

The resolution on being put to the meet- 
ing was cartied unanimously. 

Me. R. E. Bredon proposed: That 
the following ames be added to the ist 
of Directors, viz., Messrs, W. N. Pethick, 
N. A. Siebs, G. B. Dodwell, the Rev, John 
Stevens, and Me. G. M. H. Playfair.” 
He expressed his gratification that one so 
qualited as Mr, George Jamieson hind eon: 
consented to write upon Law,—a subject 
upon which the Chinese wore profoundly 
ignorant. Nothing could bemoreastonishini 
to those associated with the Chinese than 
the views of the latter upon European 
jurisprudence, and he thought that an 
explicit statement of its principles would 
be one of the most useful things to place 
before the literary classes. In conclusi 
he emphasised the fact of it being essontial 
that all the publicatious of the Society 
should be in good classical Chinese. 

The Rev, G, Heid, of the American Pres- 
byterian Mission, Chinanfa, seconded the 
resolution as one personally grateful to the 
Society fur what it had done, At the last 
literary examination in Chinanfu, varius 
books intended for distribution to those 
gathered there were sent to him, However, 
and he thought perhaps, happily, the buoks 
did not arrive until after the examinations, 
‘The reason he said happily, was, that he 
was able to distribute the books wherever 
he came across a person who hada literary 
degree, instead of doing ao to the students 
on one day, when they rushed out of the 
halls and were anxious to get away Lo their 
homes. He had had a good deal of evidence 
that the books were greatly appreciated, 
and that they represented not an opposed 
creed or system, but what the Chinuso re- 




























































garded as learning or scholarship, aud hence 
commanded respect. One of the most im- 
portant works in China was the enlighten- 
ment of the literary classes, and that could 
not be done meily by ‘the missionary 
circle, but by all interested in the well- 
being of China. 

The resolution was then carried. 

Mc. G. M. HI, Playfair proposed : “Phat 
besides the names now added, the list of 
officers for the ensuing year be the same as 
this year, with the exception of the names 
of those’ who have gone away, and that 
power be given to add to thet numbar.” 
In doing s0 he said that there was no doubt 
that of all the classes in China the literati 
was the one which stood up always, and 
under all circumstances, in opposition to the 
foreigner, As far as’ personal antipathy 
went the liferati were the only persons 
who really bore it against the foreigner, 
The Chinese merchant-—to use a vulgar 
phirase—knew on which side his bread was 
buttered ; the inhabitant of the interior, 
who had imbibed no ideas from another 
class, was as willing to meet the foreigner 
as a wative of any other country in the 
world, Te was the one literary class—the 
student class, the class which hid whatever 
education any Chinaman hid, and who 
believed there was nothing to equal the 
Titerature aud methods of bygone sages, — 
which abused the foreigner, and the reason 
was not that they were stupid, bub that 
they were ignorant, It was 'to under. 
mine that igniaance the Society had been 
founded, and ho believed it was doing a 
work which, if it succeeded, would possibly 

change the whole aninus of the Chinese 
towards the foreigners in their midst. It 
was really a good sign that all clusses of 
foreigners were now jvining together to 
offer to the Chinese educated class that 
knowledge which they required in order to 
ble them to understand how little they 
did know, and what little practical uso their 
Knowledge was to the general life of the 
world, ‘The Chinese hud to be taught that 
ie was not merely the works of sages who 
lived hundreds of years ago that benefitted 
men, or being able to give off fine rounded 
sentences, but that there were things which, 
they nover heard of which would make 
them happier, here was a class among 
the Chinese which had learned to appreciate 
the telegraphs, the railways, and steam- 
boats, and it was when the literary man 
found out how much good that outcome 
of foreign knowledge was doing to_ his 
country he would give the foreigner a little 
gratitude for having brought it to his doors, 
It would be then that the foreigner would 
no longer dread the news that came down 
the river every summer, and hatred would 
have vanished from the native h 

‘The 
con. 

The Rev. W, Muirhead proposed n vote of 
thanks to the Rev. ‘@. Richard, the Hon 
Seo, and spoke in high terms of commenda- 
tion of the work he had done for the Society. 

‘The Chairman re-echoed these remarks, 
and the resolution was carried with acclam: 
ation, 

‘The Rev. 'T. Richard in briefly replying, 
pointed out that in the pacification of India 
the governnient had had to issue a primer to 
be taught in schools, to remove prejudice ; 
and if that were so under a friendly go: 
vernment, how much more s0 was it neces- 
sary to adopt similar means in China under 
an apathetic or a hostile government ? 

‘The Ven. Archdeacon Moule in propos- 
ing: ‘That the thanks of this meeting be 
given to the Executive Committee for their 
kind services, during the year, and to those 
who have kindly contributed articles to our 
magazines,” remarked in reference to what 
had been said, that he thought the literary 
classes deserved pity, for China was not ale 
together at their mercy. ‘The demveracy of 
China had enormous power, and however 
much theliterary and leadingelassesof China 
were enlightened, the enlightenment of 




































































































China would not come with a tush or a run, 





He had an instance of this during last sum- 
mer in the neighbourhood of Ningpo where 
he was. After a period of drought a crowd 
of people went to an official yamén carrying 
a frog or something similar, which they 
wauted the magistrates to come out aud 
worship, ‘wo at least said they did not 
believe in such things and they would not 
do it, but they were forced, and those 
enlightened men had actually to bow down 
and worship the reptile, There was thus 
certain amount of bondage under which 
the enlightened classes rested. Another ease 
which had come under his notice was with 
regard to the Cathedral spire, A Chinese 
gentleman, who had been to America 
and spent twenty or thirty years amidst 
foreigners, assured the captain of a steamer 
that the spire had pressed so heavily on 
the back of a great fish that it had come 
up again at the Woosung Bar. (Laughter.) 

‘The Rev. Y. K. Yen seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was cartied, and the proceedings 
terminated with the benediction by Arch- 
deacon Moule, 








The report presented to the meeting last 
week gave un exhaustive and interesting 
account of the Socioty’s object and work. 

Tt stated ;— 

YUBLICATIONS. 

The Christian Literature Society for China 
having been formed in special connection with 
us, and boing pledged in carrying 
Out the objects we have in view, it seomed all 
the more necessary that we should organise a 
course of work suited to the occasion, and 
which would increase and inten the in- 
terest taken in our Society both at home and 
in China, This has been done by organising 
Provneial Committees of our Society which 
shall aid in the preparation and circulation of 
our literature among the ruling classes and 
literati of China, A’ list of seventy subjects 
covering the chief forces of Christian civilisa- 
tion was drawn up. Upwards of twonty 
friends, chiefly educational missionaries, have 
engaged to write on some of these subjects, 
The names of these with their subjects are 
published in owe catalogue. Our Assistant 
Judye and Consul, ‘Mr, George Jamieson, has 
kindly undertaken to write on Law. Somo 
University Professors in England have pro: 
mnisod to Write on other subjects, Gentlemen 
in connection with the Customs? Service are 
writing articles. Several ladies ate also 
writing for the Women and Children. series, 
funds for whieh ‘are supplied by the Ladies! 
Broncb ia Glagow., Besides “this, a large 
number of other ‘missionaries have volunteer. 
ed to distribute our literature at the leading 
examination centres of the Empire. All this 
bas very greatly encwuraged us... . ‘Tho 
great Trieunial Examination of the so-called 
M.A.'s throughout the Empire, competing for 
the highest literary honours in the land, was 
held last Spring in Peking. Among these select 
candidates—the picked men of 300,000,000— 
we distributed gratis 5,000 copies of a treatise 
on the Four Great Problems of the Limes 
viz:—How to support Mankind; How to 
secure Peace; How to build up Charac- 
ter; How to Kdueate. A book on the His. 
torical Benefits of Christianity was presented 
to ten of the highest authorities in most of 
the eighteen Provinces, Our Magazine, the 
Review of the Times, circulates monthly in the 
leadingoticial residences throughout the laud, 
The Missionary Review circulates among the 
leading Christians in China. 10,000 copies of 
a Calendar contaiting much useful informa- 
tion were published and nearly all circulated 
in various Provinces. . . Altogether during 
the year we have sold 12,163 copies of our 
Publications and 11,685, haif of which were 
calendars, were distributed gratis. 

RESULTS. 

What results can now be shown? One 
Chinaman in Canton has thought so well of 
one of our publications, viz., Treaties, Regula. 
tions and Proclamations, that he has reprinted. 
it at hisown expense. ‘We have had applica- 
tions from ten provinces for our literature 
for free distribution,—from Chihli, Shantung, 
Shansi, Shensi, Kiangsi, Szechuan, Chékiang, 
Kuangtungand Yunnan, ‘Two of the leading 
Viceroys of the Empire have sent messages to 
say that they wish our Society every success, 
Tn the Provineial Courts of Kiangsu, the 
‘Mandarins have beon discussing our aims and 
methods, 
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THE NEED OF KNOWLEDGE. 

We must not forget the immensity of the 
need calling on those who have the power to 
help those Who cannot help themselves. In 
some of cur appeals we have said that the 
Population of China increases at the rate of 
thirty or forty millions every ten years, and 
that without new means of support these 
must perish at the rate of three millions 
annually from sheer starvation and exposure 
‘or become daily more wretchedly poor. Only 
afew days ago the Secretary had a painful 
confirmation of the amazing poverty of China 
from a Chinese Mandarin—« Magistrate who 
hhad sole charge of a county. During one 
year alone, he said that no less than 200,000 
unawployed wandered through his county 
and of course had to be supported as they 
passed trough to prevent them taking the 
jaw into their own hands. From this we 
may have an idea of how many millions are 
homeless und starving throughout the whole 
Empire. He farther added that the struggle 
for existence is so desperate immediately to 
‘the north of the great Yang-tsze-kiang that 
people ure known to commit murder to get 
even 10 cash—only one cent! In the north 
of China roads ave only open during the dr 
season of the year; in the wet season all 
transport overland stops for a month or two. 
Business men know the enormous loss this 
entails in a country so vast and so densely 
populated. Again, ‘at least half or probably 
three-fourths of the transport in such @ pr 
vince as Shantung is done by wheelbarrow’ 
some very large ones, one man pushing while 
another inau wud a beast are pulling Often 
in the fields nen, and sometimes women, are 
yoke with a cow or a donkey to pull the 
plough ; in the south of China andin the west 
as fat ax Szechuan there are no roads at all 
for carts or even barrows, but only paths ;all 
transport overland for the teeming millions of 
these provinces must be done on the shoul: 
ers.of men who .toil day and night for the 
barest necessities of life, often trying to liv 
on what is only fit for beasts, “Thus many 
millions are mere beasts of burden and are 
harder driven than any slaves by their ever- 
present taskmaster—hunger, 

‘THE EMPIRE'S RESOURCES. 

All this while China is immensely rich in 
resources; but there is not one ina million 
that knows bow to develope them for the 
good of the people. China's trade in a few 
‘Years could easily be increased by eighty mill- 
Fons sterling per annum more than at present, 
if suitable reforms were only introduced” 
‘The produse for the 
could be made to iner: r 
growth of the population as in Christian 
The key to the retormation of China in regard 
to every good lies mainly in the enlightenn 
of the rulers and edneated classes, just a 
all nations where the poor are illiterate. 

SWEETNESS AND LIGHT. 

Next year (1893) the Empress Dowager will 
desixty years of age, and, according to Chinese 
custom, it will be a year of grace. Althongh 
it is not the regular year for Examinat 
for the higher degrees, it will be made an 
Examination year or Grace-Esamination, as 
they cull jt. thereby giving an extra chance 
for promotion tootfice. By enlightening these 
students gathered at the chief ventres of the 
Empire, we shall touch the spring of happi- 
ness of untold numbers of our fellowmen. Oue 
Provincial Examination centre will reach the 
leaders of one hundred connties, a Prefectural 
centre will reach those of ten ‘counties. All 
good Chinamen would gladly help their fellow- 
Sountrymen if they knew how. But light 
must precede reform. We pessess the much- 
needed lights shall we not give ic to them ? 

REMOVE CAUSES OF DISTRESS. 

Forsiguers have often been appealed to in 
behalf of famine-sufferers in China, and they 
have responded well. But the feeling is 

wing that if the causes are not removed, 
famines and floods will be chronic. We now 
peal for the inauguration of a new era by 
shedding light on the causes and remedies of 
‘these troubles. When the best men in China 
fully know these things they will thank us 
‘more than for the relief given; they will 
then take speedy action, and there will be 
no more perishing by famines and floods in 






























































MEANS TO THE END. 


‘We propose to call attention to the 
economic value of the chief factors of Christian 





civilisation so as to elevate the Chinese 
materially, intellectually, morally, and spi 
tually, Iflead ng firms and philanthropic ind 
viduals were to follow the example of the 
Misses Harvie in Glasgow and each to under- 
take the cost (100 Taels annually) of distri- 
buting high-class Iterature in one of the 
Examination centres—say beginning with 
one in each of the eighteen provincial capitals

Mr, Kingsmill in the course of the paper 
lie recently read before the Society on 
Inland Communication in China remarked 
that probably no country in the world, 
certainly uone aiming at civilisation even of 
the mest rudimentary nature, hud paid 80 
little attention to roads aud means of com 
munication as the Chinese Kmpire. — Pro- 
ceeding to summariae the replies sent to the 
Sveiety in reply to a circular containing 
certain queries, he sai 

CHINESE ‘ ROADS.” 

The roads as they exist are merely the 
customary tracks from one town or village 
to another, are never macadamised, an 
follow all the natural irregularities of the 





























surface, They are never bounded by 
fences, are generally undrained, and when 
proceeding through level plains, are entirely 





Undefined and wander about from side to 
side, as puddles of water or artiticial pitfalls 
dug by the neighbouring farmer compel the 
drivers of the Vehicles to vary theit route. 
Every spring, in the northern provinces at 
least, a struggle for occupation twkes place 
between the carters and the farmers, ‘The 
farmer has, ou the one hand, a perfect 
ight to plough up any road passing through 
his laud, and, asa watter of fact, generally 
exercises the right. On the other, the 
teamster has wr equal right to drive his 
waggous over the country at large, and 
equally, as a utter of fact, exercise 

‘To prevent the ruin of his own crops, and 
to force, if possible the track on ty his 
neighbours, the furmer then begins to dig 
pitfalls, along the most frequented route, 
compelling the teamster to move to one 
side, Asit becomes evident that he cannot 
continue these further without inflicting . 
more damage than he is likely to suffer from, 
the passage of the carts w compromise is 
dually arrived at, and the tracks from 
yeur to year follow approximately the same 
lines. Iu the lvess-covered provinces the 
circumstances of the case compel « some- 
what different system. Owing to the 
number of ravines crossing the country in 
all directions, the limits of invention are. 
narrower than in the plains of Shantang or 
Chibli ; the conatant passage of carts keeps. 
the surface continually stirred up, and 
the wind catches the fine particles of 
sand, of which the lvess is mninly 0: 
posed, and carries them over the adjacent 
country. In consequence the tracks have 
4 continual tendency to sink below the 
surface, and are often fwand occupying 
arrow passages sunk 90 or even 50 feet 
under the general level. In the eastern 
provinces, from like ewuses, the roads when 
passing through: vill or npproaching « 
bridge are aliuost invariably sunk below 
the sueface, and the bride in such a 
cate becomes impossible Cor wheeled troftic, 
its abutments being raised many feet over 
the read level. Iu the Yangtze delta aud 
the southern provinces generally the use of 
carts or wagguns has long been superseded, 
and the ouly wheeled vehicle is the hand- 
barrow with one wheel caged in the centre. 
To accommodate this the centres of the 
nisin roads are generally paved to a width 
of one to two feet with rough granite flag- 
stones. 




































































TEMPTS AT CONSTRUCITON. 
The*emperors of the Yuan dynasty are 
credited with n geeater care for the internal- 
communications of the empire than their 
vessors, and the rond from Pel 
chow, remains as a vast effi 
sility. It is paved with magnificent 
blocks of granite averaging about 50 
to 80 cubie feet each, closely. jointed, 
Ie is now worn into ruts a foot in depth aud 
is almost impaseable. A second effort in 
road building-was made by Hung Wa, first 
emperor of the Mings, 1968-1399 A.D., who 
made a roadway from P’uk’ao ou the north 
bank of the Yangtze opposite Nanking, 
his capital, to Fungyang in Anhui, ine 
birthplace.’ This road is remarkable ‘sé an 
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stake place under the anspices of the Shang- 
hai Paper Hunt Club their first event in 
the Point to Point line. 

‘The reference in the Sporting aid Dram- 
atic is celebrated from the fact that Jem 
‘Mason then made his first appearance, and 
to quote the particulars 

‘Twenty horecs with their riders faced 
the starter, who thus addressed the com- 
petitors : “Do you see Aylesbury Church 
steeple?” ” “Well, when you get 
near it, you will see two red fags in 
a field; now the first horse that passes 
between those two red flags will win 
the race; none of you must go on to 
the turnpike road or you will be disquali- 
fied.

And away they start on their perilous 
journey, ete., etc., ete, Time and place 
have changed matters since 1834 as a

A VISIT TO LORD TENNYSON. 


(Written for the N.-C. Daily News.) 
YIKST IMPRESSIONS, 

It was in the historical study at Farring- 
ford House that I first saw Tennyson. He 
emerged through some unnoticed door, or 
from behind sume heavy curtain—I cannot 
remember which—and then stood inthe 
middle of the room gazing at us with a 
mild, benevolent, yet searching look. He 
certainly was the most impressive figure I 
hadeverbeheld. Iidoubt whether a grander- 
looking man ever lived. His long, thick, 
raven hair—for it was only on the fore- 
head that he was slightly bald—his burn- 
ing eyes, his brown, deeply-corrugated 
face, and strong, almost perfect, profile, 
combined to form a picture which was 
othing Jess than the realisation of an 
eal. His greeting of us was quiet and 
friendly. ‘Then Hallam Tennyson—a man 
with his father’s forehead and his inother’s 
mouth—left the room, and Tennyson began 
slowly to talk. 

A CONTRAST. 

He did not say much, however, for we 
were soon joined by an old gentleman 
whose appearance presented a most amus- 
ing contrast to that of the poet. Tenny- 
sou’s dark, weird face and eagle eyes looked 
darker and weirder than ever beside the 
rosy, chubby little cheeks, blue eyes, and 
silvery hair of the new-comer. Fancy 
Savonarola or Dante check by jowl with 
an elderly Cupid, or Azrael on confidential 
terms with a cherub—nothing else will 
suffice to mark the striking difference 
between the appearances of these two 
eminent men. Of course we knew the 
cherubic gentleman well enough already. 
It was Dr. Jowett, the Master of Balliol. 
‘My companion, a young Japanese, seomed 
to interest them both considerably, and he. 
was soon chatting away to them with the, 

















utmost simplicity and sang froid, the two 
old men listening attentively the while. 
Tennyson did not seem to know much 
about the Far East, and was evidently will- 
ing to be amused. 
LADY TENNYSON. ; 
Down-stairs we were introduced to Lady 
Tennyson, a delicate, beautiful, elderly 
woman in’a close lace cap, which gave her 
an almost-conventual appearance. She was 
confined to the sofa, and was apparently 
extremely ill. We could do nothing but 
press her-hand, exchange greetings, and 
pass on; the singular sweetness of her 
smile, however, was something worth re- 
membering. 


SOME NEIGHBOURS, 

In the drawing-room we found several 
of the neighbours, who had come in for 
a Sunday afternoon chat and cup of téa 
with the poet. Among them was Mrs, 
Bretherton or Brotherton—who was a 
novelist thirty years ago.

A POET'S GARDEN. 
‘Tennyson's garden was full of historical 


interest. This tree was planted by the 
well-known Duchess of Sutherland ; thas 
one by Garibaldi ; that cedar on the lawn 
was brought from Lebanon, and something 
else was connected with Geueral Gordon, 
‘Tennyson loved his garden and his farmyard 
and his flowers, but groaned over the per- 
secutions he suffered at tho hands of cheap- 
trippers. ‘Just look at that bed,” he 
said to me, pointing outa strip of mould 
some ten or twelve feet long, “not a flower 
left—all stolen ! A few days ago that bed 
was » mass of yellow daffodils.” A minute 
or so afterwards we approached one of the 
back-gates of the garden which led to the 
farmyard, ‘Tennyson was on the point of 
lifting the latch when the sound of foot+ 
steps was heard in the lane outside. 
“Hist!” he whispered, turning to us.~ 
Then he crouched down, waiting till the 
people should have passed. Such was his 
horror of being stared at. 
STUDIED CARELESSNESS, 

There is no doubt that a large proportion 
of the visitors to Freshwater behaved 
abominably, but Ido not wonder that when 
they did meet Tennyson they gazed their 
fill. With huge, black, spreading 
sombrero and heavy, many-pleated cloak, 
he certainly presented a strange figure. 
In fact he looked not unlike the tradi- 
tional representations of Guy Faux. And 
he was very careless—studiously careless, 
even—in the way he put his clothes on, 
For instance, he invariably tied his necktie 


























upside down, so that instead of.a symme- 
trical bow it formed an. .awl vets Toone 
knot, twisted, the, wrong. way;,, His,.coat, 
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waistcoat, and trousers were very’ lon 
and made of thick black cloth. And this 
he never changed. ‘ What, you dressed ?” 
he exclaimed to me the evening after- 
wards, ‘What did you trouble to dress 
for? I never dress!” 


“READ MILTON.” 


Next morning—Easter Monday, it was 
he took us for a walk round by ‘Totlands 
Bay.

Then he began to recite some 
of his own poetry, stan Lin the 
middle of the road, gesticulating with 
his staff, and fixing his auditor wi 
is glittering eye ; seme people, I believ 
fod to Bnd thie habit. of hia just a little 
embarrassing, Indeed, Hallam took him 
to task for it more than once. ‘ Hallam 
tells mo I oughtn’ my poetry to 
people out of doors,” ‘Tennyson complained 
on one oceasion, ‘1 think it’s very rude of 
Hallam |” 

THE POET'S BELIEFS. 

At Just we changed partners, and I found 
myself walking with the Laureate, He 
spoke wuch and feclingly about the progress 
of thought that had characterised the Intter 
half of the century--the moditications of 
one’s conceptions of many things, and the 
extreme lengths to which some men had 
gone. Iremember the wondering contempt 
with which he referred to Gerald Massey's 
theory that no such person as the historical 
Christ had ever lived, and that the whole 
Christ-story was a sun-myth.

AFTER DINNER, 

That evening after dinner we went round 
to Farringford again. ‘This time we were 
introduced into Hallam Tennyson's snug- 
gery, a warm, comfortable apartment well 
furnished with books, pipes, easy-chairs, 
and rugs, opening out of his bedroom.

Up jumped the 
Hon. Hallam, and disappeared into the 
bedroom, whence he soon emerged bearing 











with him his water-bottleand his tooth-glass.

TENNYSON’S CONVERSATION. 


‘Tennyson talked a good deal that evening 
in the drawing-room. I was sitting next to 
him most of the time, and wished, as I am 
wishing now, that I had inherited a better 
memory from my ancestors than I have. 
He talked about his pvetry, he recited 
some of the ‘Locksley Hali Sixty Years 
Later,’ he spoke of his friend Aubrey de 
Vere, and he referred in scathing terms to 
Mr. Gladstone. ‘Gladstone is my friend,” 
he said, “but I confess I do not under- 
stand him now. He seems to me to have 
gone mad. It looks as if he were going to 
fulfil the old prophecy that he would ruin 
his country and die in amadhouse.” He 
seemed entirely unconscious of the fact 
that two of the ladies present, near relations 
of his wife’s, were Irishwomen and Home 
Rulers. And that, I am afraid, is ail I 
can remember.

‘You see that 
great table?” he said, pointing to a huge, 
massive, ponderous piece of furniture in 
the corner. Then he went on to tell us 
how, one night, when the Marchioness of 
Stafford(I think it was Stafford) was present, 
a trial was made at table-turning, with the 
result that that very table raced about and 
span, and turned, and twisted, and capered ; 
to such an extent that even’ those accus: 
tomed to such proceedings felt a certain 
consternation. Suddenly the thing stop- 

ed dead. The moment before, Bishop 
Wilberforce had entered the room, and 
mentally exclaimed : ‘In the name of God 
the Father, God the Son, and Gad the Holy 
Ghost, I ndjure thee ‘to be still.” The 
table never danced in the Bishop's presence 
again, 

















































“Now,” said Tennyson at last, “I'm 
upstairs to have half a pipe before 
if anybody wants to join me let him 
So up we all trooped, and Tennyson 
of his celebrated clay p pes, 
washed and rinsed it well with sal-volatile, 
and handed it to me. I filled it trom a 
big brown jar of very dry tobaccn, and 
began to smoke.

THE RAVENNA-CHISHIMA 
KAN COLLISION. 


It has already been announced that the 
Japanese anthorities at Nagaski refused 
to allow the pilot of the Ravenna to attend 
the Marine Court of Enquiry at Yokohan: 
We now learn that this unfortunate pilot, 
better known as Kichido, is to be tried by 
the Japanese Court at Nagasaki for homi- 
cide, and the authorities have called fur 
the atrendance of witnesses from the ship. 
‘Phe Kobo Herald of the 28th ult, hus the 
following special summary by wire of the 
tinding of the Yokohama Court of Eng 
Yokohama, 3.35 p.m., 28th Decr., 1892. 
The de in the Court of Enquiry 
into the collision between the Ravenna aud 
the Chishima Kan was vendered here 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon. — Captain 
Beowue and the ofticers of the Ruvenua are 
exonerated from all blame, ‘The Cuurt 
considers that under the circumstances ail 
that could reasonably be expected was done 
both to rescue the drowning and to suecour 
and relieve the survivors. ‘The Ravenna is 
held to have been properly handled and to 
be free of responsibility for the disaster, 
































but had the Ravenna reversed her engines 
when the green light was seen the effects of 
the collision would have been modified. 





Tux Vittacers anp Paver-HUNTERS.— 
We are glad to hear that sume ill-vatured 
villagers who endeavoured to take advau- 
tage of an accident during Monday's paper 
hunt have received a lesson from the 
Chinese officials. A. griffin belonging to: 
Mr. Souter, which was being ridden by a 
friend, threw his rider and bolted. The 
pony was captured by some country people,. 
who refused to accept the ample reward 
which was offered them, and declined to 
surrender the animal until their demands 
were complied with. It was felt that the 
case was one which should be contested on 
principle, and_the Consular officials were 
applied to. Upon a remonstrance being 
sent to the Chinese authorities they at 
ence ordered the return of the pony, 
which was on Wednesday morning taken to 
the British Consulate.

On 
the boat leaving her usual starting point 
a score of thieves tovk passage in her, 
and settled themselves in all parte of the 
Boat, ‘The vessel having proceeded some 
distance on the voyage, » couple of female 
itinerants were seen on the bank beckon- 
ing the boat to stop and take them on. 
One of the prospective travellers seemed 
a respectable young woman and the other a 
sorvant-maid, On being strongly entreated 
the captain yielded to their requests wud 
took them on board, and a room was as- 
signed them. ‘The male passengers by this 
time had become familiar with one another 
and engaged in general conversation. Con- 
spicuous amongst the assembly was one of 
the thieves, who monopolised the attention 
of the boat by his stories and anecdotes. 
Having made himself the centre of attrac- 
tion he, to please his audience still more, 
offered’ to perform tricks for the amuse: 
ment of the crowd. He forthwith pro- 
duced from his pocket # li nake of no 
insignificant size and began playing with 
it, “He mado the pet crawl into his mouth 
und about his person and go through 
various movements, He then told the 
spectators that any one could play with 
his snake which he said was harmless 
and very youd tempered. With this he 
hended’ the reptile to_ his accomplice 
sitting next to him, But hardly had 
the man touched the snake when he let 
it drop erying out, in terror, that the 
snake was of «most venomous kind. ‘Then 
he clamoured to have the snake caught. 
Iu the meantime it had crawled away. 
‘An animated hunt was accordingly made 
and the truant reptile was captured. 
Shortly after the commotion had ceased 
the Indy passenger informed the captain 
that in the hunt for the snake eome 
body had atolea a gold bracelet from her. 
She insisted upon the captain searching 
the passengers. When uearly every one 
had been searched the lady told the 
captain to stop as she had found the mis 
ing article in her toilxt case. The paseen- 
gers whose pride was much injured by 
having been put to the humiliation of being 
searched, became very indignant at the 
lady, One of the thieves suggested that 
some punishment should be given her aud 
proposed that she should be made to 
serve them exch a cup of tea as an apology.

THE GRAVES OF THE BOKHARA 
VICTIMS. : 

‘The following letter from His Excellency 
Vice-Admiral the Honourable Sir E. R. 
Fremantle to the Governor is published in 
the Hongkong Gazet 

Impirieuse at Hongkong, 
7th December, 1892. 

Sir,—Baving recently visited the Pesca- 
dores nnd Sand Island, in Her Majesty's 
Ship Alacrity, it will probably be of interest 
to your Excellency as well as to others in 
the colony if I inform you of my proceed- 
ings, and of the state of the graves of the 
unfortunate passengers and crew lost in 
the Bokhara. 

2,—I arrived off Sand Island on the 
afternoon of the 8th iustant, and was 
fortunately able to Jand there with several 
of the officers of the Alacrity. We remained 
there about an hour, Nothing whatever 
was to be seen of the ill-fated ship, but her 
position was clearly shown by her three 
masts which were washing to and fro, 
moored by their rigging tu the hull. The 
coral beach was strewed with fragments, 
chiefly broken tex boxes, everything of 
value which had been washed ashore having 
been taken by the salvors or fishermer 

3.—Thore were 2 or 3 Chinese soldiers 
on the Island guarding the wreck, the 
salvage stenmer Sampson being nt Maksng, 
the weather having been too bad to allow 
of salvage operations at Sand Island for 
three weeks previ-us to my visit. 

4,—The graves at Sand Island are in 
various places on the Island. One large 
grave containing, ¥ think, 24 lascars was 
near the wreck, and there were others 
atrewed xbout here and there, 38 bodies 
having been buried on the Island altogether, 
the details of which were given generally 
in Captain MacLeod's report, a copy of 
which was sent to you, 

All were fairly interrod, though in some 
cases evidently, from theunpleasantefluvia, 
not too deeply, but cach grave was well 
covered with sand and had a tally on which 
its contents were described, ns nearly as 
possible, in Chinese charact 

For the present this is satisfactory, and 
I should not advocate the graves being 
disturbed now; but before lung the wind 
and rain, and possibly the sex, will expose 
some of the bodies and render reinterment 
necessary. 

I should accordingly propose that some 
months hence, giving time for relatives to 
take any action which they may think 
necessary, all the bodies on Sand Island 
should be buried in one grave on the island, 
on which a cairn and perhaps a monument 
might be erected. 

5.—I did not visit the graves on the 
other islands, bue there is little doubt from 
the enquiries T made, that my description 
of those on Sand Island applies to the 
others, though in most cases they are better 
sheltered and less exposed to the action 
of the weather. 

I should propose to deal similarly with 
them to those at Sand Island, that is in 
the course of some months to have them 
examined, nd probably re-interment will 
be necessary, in whic: case I should sug- 
gest that there should be oue burial place 
with a cairn on each of the 3 islands— 
Ponghon, Pehoe, and Fisher Islands. 

6. After leaving Sand Inland T anchored 
at Makung for the night, and the next 
morning I paid 9 visit to the Chéntai ac- 




































































companied by Mr. Warren, Her Majesty’s 
Consul at Auping, when I again thanked _ 
him, on the part of Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, and all who had assisted in re- 
lieving tho wrecked people from the 
Bokhara, for the kindness shown to the 
survivors and the reverent care that had 
been taken to inter the bodies. 

Talao thanked the Chéntai for his prompt- 
ness in sending junks to the assistance of 
the Pallas when she was ashore at Fatsaug, 

Before visiting the Pescadores I called at 
Anpiugand took Mr, Warren, Hor Majesty's 
Consul, on board who was 80 active in the 
endeavour to relieve the survivors of the 
Bokhara, as well as in ma‘:ing all the subse- 
quent arrangements, so that I have been 
able to avail myself of his knowledge of all 
the circumstances, and I believe that ho 
concurs with me in the suggestions I have 
made in this leter.—I haze the honour to

Fleet: The Bokhara Loss.—At the date of 
the last report four steamers were in course 
of boing constructed for the Company's ser- , 
vice, all of which have now been completed 
and delivered. The two large mail and pas- 
senger steamers, the Himalaya und Austratia, 
are at, present ‘engaged on their first voy 
ages, the former to India and the latter to 
Australia, ‘The Java, more essentially a 
cargo vessel, ix prosecdting her firs voyage 
to Bombay and China, and her sister ship, 
the Manila, will bo despatched in the same 
direction almost immediately. 

It is with feolings of the deopest sorrow 
that the directors have to allude to the loss 
of the Bokhara in the China Sea, on October 
Oth. of which the propriétors must have 
already learned the particulars through the 
medium of the Press. While on a voyage 
from Shanghai to Hongkong, the vessel 
encountered a terrific cyclone, against which 
she made headway satisfactorily for many 
hours, until at length her decks were swept 
by a succession of tremendous seas, which 
forced their way below and extinguished the 
fires. ‘The ship was thus rendered temporarily 
helpless, It was while she was in this situa: 
tion, und at the moment that the engineors 
were engaged in relighting the fires, that she 
struck upon a rock in the Formosa Channel 
(towards which she had been driven out 
of her proper course by the extreme force 
‘of the storm) and almost instantly sank in 
deep water. It is impossible to speak too 
highly of the manner in which every one 
behaved under circumstances appalling even 
to the bravest, but the result of such an 
instantaneous shipwreck was the loss of many 
yaluable lives. In the commander, Captain 
‘Sams, who was drawned, the company have 
lost one of the most capable of their younger 
officers, and it is due to his memory, and to 
the memory of all who perished, to say that 
everything that it was possible to do was 
done, under cireumstances where human aid 
‘or courage could Le of little or no 

The circumstances under which a 
£13,791 appears to the debit of the 
‘Account for loss incurred through frauds by 
the company’s Jate agent at Hongkong were 
fully explained in the last report, and it is 
not necessary, therefore, to recapitulate. them. 
The balance’ of this account is temporarily 
diminished to £87,208. 

General Remarks.—The unsatisfactory state 
of the shipping trade is a matter of common

knowledge, and the directors regret that they 
are unable to point to any improvement in 

connection with this industry, either daring .- 
the last six months or qt the present 
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exchange, a deficiency which has, however, 
been compensated for by increased activity 
in working the company’s general business, so 
that the gross receipts of the year, amounting 
to £1,170,793, are practically identical with 
those of last year. On the other hand, the 
passenger revenue, amounting to £931,921, 
shows a decline of nearly £10,000.

THE “CHISHIMA KAN "— RAVENNA” 
COLLISION. 


Wednesday, 28th December, 1892, 

The British Court was crowded th 
afternoon when the decision in the abot 
caso was given. Mr. J. F, Lowder, repre- 
senting the master, officers, and crew of 












the Ravewna was present ; well as Mr, 
Rickett, P. & O. agent in this port ; Capt.

‘Montague Kirkwood, who has watched the 
ease on behalf of ‘the Japanese Naval 
Department ; Capt. Sato and Capt. Dewa 
of H.LJ.M.'s Navy; Mr, Ideura, of the 
Naval Department, and Capt. Browne of 
the Ravenna, 

The President read the decision as 
follows :—Finding and order of a Naval 
Court held at Yokohama on the 20th— 
24th and 28h to investigate the cireum- 
stances attending a collision between the 
British steamship Ravenua of Glasgow, 
oficial number 82,300 and the Imperial 
Japanese cruiser Chiskima, on or about the 
30th day of November, 1892, whereb: 
serious damage to the Ravenna ensued, 
and to enqui fo the conduct of the 
master, mates, and crew of the Racenna, 
The Ravenna is a steam vessel of 3,256 
tons, registered tonnage, official number 
82,300 and belonging to the port of 
Glasgow. Tt appears from the evidence 
given before the Court that she sailed from 
Kobe on tho 29th November, bound for 
Nagasaki with a cargo of merchandise, and 
with about 150 souls ou board all told, 
of whom 23 were passengers. ‘That on the 
morning of the 30th November, 1892, at 
about 4.20 a.m., the Ravenna’s course was 
S. 40° W. true, speed 12.5 knots, Teuru- 
shima light in sight right ahead, distant 
14 to 15 miles, no other light in sight, and 
the deck in charge of Mr. E. W. Browne, 
chief officer, No. of certificate 06585 ; the 


























pilotage was being conducted by Kitano | 


Yeshibei, licensed pilot for the Inland Sea 
Mr. Gerald Alderton, fifth officer No. of 
certificate 02439, was on the lookout on the 
forecastle head, and both the steaming and 
side lights burning brightly. About4.20a.m, 
Capt. Browne (the master) No. of certiticate 
12193, having been eleven hours on deck, 
left the bridge and retired to his cabin 


(situated on the upper deck 163 ft, abaft 
the bridge) ; about 4.55 a.m. he felt the 
shock of a collision and heard one blast of 
the steam whistle. On which, he instantly 
rushed on deck and was met near his exbin 
dour by a lascar, who reported the ship 
in collision. Capt. Browne immediately 
shouted below :—- Send all the passengers 
ou deck,” and then ran forward to the 
bridge and found the engines were going 
slowly astern, and, as the ship had lost her 
way, he stopped them. Cupt. Browne thon- 
ordered the boats away, viz., the mail 
or accident boat, No. 3 life-boat, a 

nda jolly bout. ‘The remainder of 
the boats he ordered to be lowered in 
a line with the rail so as to be ready, 
if necessary, to embark the passengers, 
The boats had been previously ordered 
away by the chief officer. The captain 
next tured his attention to the damage 
done to his own ship, aud, having assured 
himself that she was not in immediate 
danger, decided to remain upon the scene 
of the disaster, ‘The boats appear to have 
boon despatched promptly, aud after being 
away from 30 to 40 minutes saved the 
captain, Kaburaki Makoto, the French 
guarantee-engineer, Francois Esneaud, and 
13 seamen ; also sub-lieutenant Tsuchiyama 
‘Tetsudo, who had climbed into the dam- 
aged bow of the Ravenna, was discover- 
ed and taken on board. Shortly before day- 
break all the boats returned and were 
hoisted up, excepting the mail boat which 
was again despatched to make a further 
search in charge of Mr. Allerton, the fifth 
officer, but finding no one he rejoined the 
Rucenna at 9am. in Horiye Bay, whither 
Captain Browne had proceeded to » safo 
anchorage in consequence of the damaged 
condition of the ship. From the evidence 
of the following persons, viz., the chief 
officer, the fifth officer, the pilot, in his 
certified statement made before H.B.M 
Consul at Nagasuki, the quarter-ma: 
of the watch, and the A.B. on the lool 
out, it appenrs they all agroe that at 
about 4.45 a.m, on’ the morning of the 
30th November, both a white and a red 
light were sighted, a little on the port 
bow, and that the Ravenna ported 10 
degrees, thon steered n course, and then 
again ported ; as the red light got nearer, 
the other ship apparently starboarded, 
When the other ship's threo lights were 
seen the Ravenna’s helm was put **hard-a- 
port” and one blast on the steam whistle 
was blown: the other ship attempted to 
blow her whistle, which was choked 
with water, and starboarded to cross the 
Racenna’s how. The Ravenna’s engines 
were stopped and helm reversed at the 
moment ef striking, and also the whistle 
blown, At the time of striking the 
! Ravenna’s head was N 85’ W. Accnrding 
to the evidence, as the Ravenna on firat 
seeing the red light of the other veesel 
adopted the correct course according to 
the rules of the road, we cannot consider 
the action of this ship to be the primary 
cause of the collision, When a collision 
was imminent, at the time when the 
Ravenna blew one blast of the whistle, and 
put her helm hard-a-port, the response of 
the other ship in showing her green light 
immediately after, left the Ravenna no 
option in the use of her helm; but had 
her engines then been instantly stopped 
and reversed the effects of the collision 
might have been modified, We do not 
attach any blame for the collision to the 
| master, chief wfficer, and others on duty, 
| We find that proper discipline appears to 
have been maintuined on board the Raven- 
na, and that every assistance practiexble 
was rendered towards saving the lives of 
the commander and erew of the other ves- 
sel. 

‘That in accoidance with the powers con- 
tained in sec, 263 of 17 and 18 Vie. ch, 
104, the costs amounting to £29 19s. 8d. 
($197.02) of the proceedings before the 
said Court bo paid by George William 
Frederick Browne, the master of the

PIECE GOODS.—The Natives continue to follow up the market with a dogged determination that is quite cheerful to behold, and, in 
‘addition to having plenty of the needful to invest, evidently entertain very strong views of the future. The advance in prices has 
certainly been much more rapid and effectual than the most sanguine of Importers could have expected, and every day seems to produce 
a pleasunt surprise at the avidity with which goods are taken—not that they can be replaced at present rates, but holders generally scemn 
Aisposed to follow the “Lird in hand” policy and let the future look after itself. By far the bulk of the business done this week has 
been virtually for cash,” Importers being debarred from entertaining any transactions for delivery after the Native New Year owing 
to the lurge difference the Bauks are making in their drawing rates, In one or two instances there have been indents put through on = 
sterling basis, the dealer taking the risk of exchange, but asa rule they are not disposed to speculate to that extent, nor, indeed, do 
Importers encourage it. Buying has been confined almost entirely to MaNcuestER goods, chiefly Heary and White Shirtings and T-Cloths, 
and prices for the forsier have risen much mote, intrinsically, for the medium to fine makes than for the special cloths, which are hanging 
fire, Awenicay goods are quite out of it, though it is said the Natives are making small resales at handsome profits. 

Lhave not been able to obtain the figures for the whole of last month's exports from Maxcisster yet, but judging from the returns 
for the last fortnight they promise to be rather heavy, which was to be expected however, as the goods ordered for delivery after China 
New Year have begun to be shipped. ‘The market there continues to keep up, the latest advices making it firm and generally steady, 
but, there are some indications of easier prices pending for Yarns, although the strike is not yet at an en 

Indian Yarns ave quiet and rather easier prices have been aecepted in a few instances, but there is no sign of any weakness in INDIA 
and the Hosekoxe market keeps strong.
